“Public Interest, Convenience, and Necessity” —all our readers 
are familiar with these words, which Congress established a5 & 
requirement for obtaining any radio station license. 

‘To most Amateurs, the words have come to mean primarily 
public service. Certainly, emergency communications in a disaster 
— hurricane, tornado, earthquake or flood — is in the public in- 
terest. We can make a good case for servies such as MWARS, and 
for stations that run phone patches to the menin VietNam. 

‘Any ham who assumes, however, that activities euch as these 
are automatically going to justify continuation of Amateur Radio 
land amateur frequencies is sadly mistaken. Fees for our licenses 
have been raised, Ohio increased its charge for Call-letter license 
plates, the commercial services and the CB'ers are pressuring the 
FCCfor moreroom— and the general public couldn't care less. 

‘What will happen if the recent interpretation of the rules that 
‘would bar amateurs from operations such as the Eye-Bank net, and 
service to civic organizations such as the Red Cross, is upteld and 
enforced? Certainly our competitionwill argue thet it make up less 
“in the public interest.” Also, too many hams who use amateur 
radio to serve the Red Cross, Civil Defense, and other worthy 
causes, subordinate their ‘HAM IDENTITY’ to the group being 

So, let's get busy on our publie relations. Amateur Radioiitsel IS. 
IN THE PUBLIC INTEREST — as any ham who has delivered a 
message from a soldier to his “Mom,” or helped a novice build his 
first plece of home-brew gear, or listened to akid talk to his familly 
‘about his first real DX, or his new friend in Europe, Mexico, or 
South America.

‘The following is of 
a report from AR.E.L, 
President Demiston in Geneva, 
concerning final decisions of the 
‘Space Conference, 

‘The Conference established a 
new Amateur Satellite Service 
which is authorized to operate 
{in the bands: 1.07 MHz; 14.0- 
14.25 MHz; 21.0-21.45 MHz; 28.0- 
7 MHz; 144-146 MHz, 435-458 
MHz; 24.0245 GHz. 

‘Thus, we now have seven 
segments in which amateur 
space techniques can be used. 
Prior to this conference only the 
14-148 MHz frequencies were 
specifically mentioned in the 
Geneva regulations, 

All of the bands listed above 
are exclusive amateur 
‘assignment, except for 439-438, 
‘MHz, which is shared. Ap- 
parently our obtaining of this 
shared assignment was 
achieved only with a con- 
siderableamount of effort on 
the part of the IARU team, 
because, as you will have noted 
from Denniston’s previous 
reports, there was a great deal 
‘of opposition to permitting any 
space techniques being used in 
shared basis, The voting on the 
amateur use of 435-438 MHz was 
in favor, 3 opposed, and 14 
absténtions. The use of this 
band shall be on a non 
interference basis. 

During the course of the 
conference there were a 
rumber of attempts to allocate 
amateur bands to other ser- 
vices, but these have ap- 
parently all been defeated

AFTER 
FIFTY-FIVE YEARS 
Two young World War I 

buddies who enlisted in the 
Naval Reserve in 1918 from 
Lima, Ohio, W. B. Butcher (now 
Byron, WN4RXS of Tampa) and 
€arl Blackburn (now Carl, 
WNASRU, Palm City) decided 
last summer they would like to 
communicate across state in 
someway with each other. They 
found out the only way was to 
try to get back into ham radio. 
‘They both knew the code well 
from their experiences in 
teaching code to the sailors at 
the Great Lakes Naval Radio 
School. 

‘Byron had had one of the very 
first spark rigs in Ohio in 1913, 
with call letters “BN" (belore 
licenses were needed) then §PP 
and 8PT, Carl had had some 40 
years experience in Morse 
ielegraphy with several com. 
mercial companies including 
AP. wires, Gulf Oil Co. ete. 
Byron had also frst learned the 
Morse code in 1912 with a wire 
strung across the street to a 
neighbor high school boy, Or- 
ville Rapp; so they both had to 
switch over to the Interaational 
Morse code. Both operators 
were “long” on code but 
“short” on theory. However, 
they passed the Novice test OK 
early last fall. 

With the pelp of as in Florida 
SKIP, they were able to make 
good buys in used ham equip- 
ment and made their first QSO 
last November. Thus they had 
been able to be full fledged 
‘hams again after an absence of 
‘38.and55 years! Roth QSO daily 
‘on 40 meters, Byron having 
access to 15 and a0 meter bands, 
has hed over 600 contacts since 
Sept. 1971, including 12 foreign 
and 47states using only 40 watts 
‘on a Hustler Vertical. 

Now, both retired, say they 
are having the time of their 
young lives as hams after an 
absence of half a century.
